The release of the 2010-2012 life expectancy estimates and 
the revision to 2000-2002 to 2008-2010 were delayed due to 
the revision of 2002 to 2010 mid-year population estimates 
following the 2011 Census. 


Timeframe of data and The estimates are based on the mortality probabilities 

timeliness indicated by the death records for the 3 years prior to the date 
of publication. For example, the 2008-2010 estimates were 
published in October 2011. 


Continuity of data Historical life expectancy estimates are available as follows: 
-for Council areas from 1991-1993 onwards 
-for NHS Board areas from 2000-2002 onwards. 


Council and NHS Board areas have changed during these 
timescales. 


Revisions statement Revisions and corrections to previously published statistics 
are dealt with in accordance with the Scottish Government 
Statistician Group corporate policy statement on revisions and 
corrections, a copy of which is available on the Scottish 
Government website. 
Life expectancy at birth estimates for Council and NHS Board 
areas for 2000-2002 to 2008-2010 have been revised to use 
the revised mid-year population estimates for 2002 to 2010 
published in December 2013 in the calculation.

Accuracy Life expectancy at birth is an estimate which is subject to a 
margin of error. The accuracy of the results can be indicated 
by calculating a confidence interval within which the true 
underlying life expectancy would be expected to lie. Further

Completeness: Life expectancies for administrative areas are presented in the 
form of abridged life tables, which mean that estimates are 
available for grouped years instead of a single year of age. 


Comparability Time-series comparisons are appropriate at Council and 
NHS Board areas. Further information can be found in 
section 8.3 of the Life Expectancy for Administrative Areas 
within Scotland 2010-2012 publication on the NRS website. 
Due to the differences between complete (single year of age) 
and abridged (grouped years) life tables, abridged life tables 
for Scotland are calculated and presented alongside the sub- 
national estimates for use as a comparator.
